G. A. Hanson returned last Tues-| 
day from a six-week’s trip through | 
Canada and the Eastern states, visit- | 
ing relatives in the dominion, and | 
spending a few days with his son 
Kenneth at Fortress Monroe, Va. 

Traveling 150 miles north of Ed-| 
monton, stopping at Calgary, and vis- 
iting hig sister in southern Manitoba, 
Mr. Hanson had ample opportunity | 
of observing conditions in that part 
of Canada, and says that the farmers 
are in a fine financial state, espe- 
cially those dealing in cattle, pigs, 
and wheat. 

A great many soldiers are seen 
in the Northwest, some, with a band 
around the Jeft arm, indicating they 
are only there for the purpose of 


convalescing, the look on their faces | ~ 


betokening their impatience to be, 
back once more at the front, and oth- | 
os alas, with arms and legs miss 
ing, showing they had done their | 
share towards preserving the liberty 
of the world. In the town of Calgary 
Mr. Hanson noticed a large factory, 
devoted solely to the use of manu- 
facturing artificial limbs for the sol- ; 
diers. 

Visiting old friends at Stratford 
in eastern Canada, Mr. Hanson’s na- | 
tive town, occupied a few days, and | 
then he started on his homeward | 
journey, Chicago being his first stop- | 
ping place after leaving Canada. Be-| 
tween that city and New York he 
was startled to see the effects of the 
influenza, coffins being piled three 
and ‘four high at the different sta- 
tions, waiting to .be transferred. At 
one place an extra car was added 
to the train Mr. Hanson was on to 
accommodate the large number of 
caskets. While in New York the 
auction rooms naturally claimed Mr. 
Hanson's attention and he had the 
pleasure of seeing California lemons 
sold for the prices that are gladden- 
ing the hearts of the lemon growers 
here. 

From New York to Norfolk the 
journey was made by sea, which was | 
an enjoyable change after so much; 
traveling by train, despite the fact 
that war times could not be forgot- 
ten, and lights had to be out quite 
early in the evening, and _ sharp 
lookout constantly kept for subma- 
rines. The few days spent at Nor- 
folk were full of interest, the ship- 
ping activities being very marked, 
and every variety of war vessel seen 
on the water. Kenneth Hanson is 
in very good health and as eager as 
the rest of the fellows. to be in 
France, 








A big snow storm greeted the trav- 
eler in Kansas City, and from there 
on the journey was broken -only by 
short stops at Denver and Salt Lake 
City. The only mishap, although a 
rather serious one, was an accident 
which occurred to Mr. Hanson at Re- 
gina, when he fell from some steps 
and succeeded in breaking his wrist, 
wrenching his knee cap and dislocat- 
ing some ribs.
